HEAI.TH OF CALIFORNIA. 


Unusual Mortality In the State During 


January. 


The Jannarj circular o! the California 


Stats Board of Health is at hand. 


Mortality reports received faom ninety- 


foar localities, containing an estimated 
population of 801,700, give the number of 
decedents as 1,385, a percentage of 1 72per 
1,000 in the month, or an annual mortality 
at the rale of 20.C4, which is the largest, 
death record we have had for many ye»rs. 
The greatly increased mortality is not 
owing to any epidemic of what is usually 
called zymotic disease, but is attributable 
to a mysterion» pandemic influence which 
renders the liuman system particularly 
liable to pulmonary disorders, t>nd particu- 
larly fatal to those whose lungs are already 
diseased or which take on acute inflamma- 
tion. Consumption was fatal in 270 in- 
stances. This is double the usual monthly 
mortality from this disease, and exemplifies 
the depressing influence of the epidemic 
catarrh which is now passing over the 
State. Pneumonia caused no less than228 
deaths, which is more than double the 
usual moothly mortality. In San Francisco 
the deaths from this cause were 141, and in 
Los Angeles, where tLe climate ia particu- 
larly favorable in these cases, the deaths 
numbered 18; in Sacramento, with an 
equally good climate, the deaths were 7; 
and in Santa Barbara 5 deaths occurred 
from this cause. 


The principal causes of death and the 


mortality due to each were as follows: Al- 
coholism 20, heart disease 93, erysipelas 1, 
cancer 34, cerebo-spinal fever 11, remittent 
and intermittent fevers C, typhoid fever 28, 
typho-malarial fevers 2, whooping oough 1, 
measles 4, scarlet fever 7, croup S,9, diph- 
theria 21, cholera infantum 3, diarrhoea and 
dysentery 11, other diseases of tbe stom- 
ach and bowels 36, congestion of the lungs 
27, acut* bronchitis 57, asnte pneumonia

Reports received from 98 different local- 


itiei indicate au extremely limited preva- 
lence of zymotic diseases, such as dipth- 
theria, scarlet fever, measles, typhoid and 
kindred specific afflictions, those mentioned 
being few in number and sporadic in char- 
acter, whereas diseases of the respiratory 
organs, dependent in some measure upon 
meteorological corditions, exhibit a fre- 
quency and fatality which is phenomenal 
in this State. That this is owing to the 
great pandemio wave of epidemic catarrh, 
which is now spreading all over the State, 
rendering the populace more susceptible to 
inflamatory affections of the lungs, may be 
accepted as the probable explanation of the 
unusual frequency of the respiratory dis- 
eases which have prevailed during the past 
month. Those suffering from consumption 
were affected in a remarkable degree, proc- 
iration being the most noticeable symptom, 
and this often so severe that death ensued 
in a few days. 


Influenza, epidemic catarrh, or la grippe, 


prevailed extensively throughout the State 
from San Diego to Siskiyon. Dr. Tully, in 
a letter from Sierra City, says that it is 
tbere characterized by its tendency to at- 
tack the bronchial tabes and the substance 
of the lungs, but so far no deaths have 
occurred from it. In Gonzales, Dr. Hertnl 
repot ts the disease as abating. In Salinas, 
Dr. May Gydison reports the disease as 
epidemic. Dr. Hayden reports a large 
number of cases in Fresno. 
Dr. Ttbbits 


also reports it epidemic in Tnlare. In 
Redding, Dr. Mitchell says the disease is 
in a mild form, few cases requiring medical 
assistance. In Marysville, Dr. Powell re- 
ports influenza, bat does not vhink it gen- 
uina la grippe. The majority o! our corre- 
spondents report the disease in a mild form 
aod without fatality. Its mode of attack 
differs in many particulars. It may mani- 
fest itself in sneezing, headache, chilliness, 
cougb, eoire throat, earache, vomiting or 
diarrhoea, or constipation, fever, dizziness, 
paia ia the limbs, or nervous twitching, 
but

pain in the luck, in the limbs and through 
the muscle*, with a feeliog of constriction 
round the throat and cheat, ara the com-" 
monest symptoms observed in la grippe. Its 
ehief characteristic is, however, the extreme 
debility and prostration which accompanies 
its advent. This, with intense mental de- 
pression and profuse sweating, protracts 
the convalescence much longer than it 
might be supposed; and, although the fever, 
headache aad muscular pains lest but a few 
days under proper treatment, the heart de- 
pression, muscular weakness and nervous 
debility take some time to overcome. As 
the cause of the disease is at present un- 
known, ve can advise no means of preven- 
tion, but would recommend that medical 
advice ba sought in all cases, as those suf- 
fering from previous disease, or debilitated 
from aoy cause, ara very apt to succumb 
to a severe attack of, U grippe, owing to 
the intense nervous prostration that ensues, 
and the tendency to heart failure th»t al- 
ways accompanies the disease.

Joseph SiUe Frozen to Death In the 


Junipers. 


The Silver State sayB that last Summer 


Joseph Silve, a Frenchman, bought a band 
ot cattle and drove them up to Crooked 
Creek, Oregon, a tributary of the Owyhee, 
to range. He left camp during a storm 
while the deep snow was on the ground, to 
look after bis cattle, and did not return. 
Search was made for him and his body was 
finally found, with the horse which he had 
been riding, frozen stiff in tho saow,

appears that he got lost and led the horse 
in a circle through the deep snow until he 
became exhausted. 
Tha full particulars of 


the sad affair have not yet baen received, 
as it occurred in an out-of-the-way place, 
remote from mail communication. Mr. 
Silve was u highly respected young man, 
nr 1 his remains are being taken to Paradise 
f jr interment. 


Tho Timber Lands of Lasseu County. 


The Lasssn Advocate publishes the fol- 


lowing. 


The enormous wealth that will come to 


this county from the development of its 
lumber resources are little appreciated. 
Thriving cities have bean built from the 
opening of smaller timber belts, These 
forests are found mainly weslward from 
SnsanTille, extending southwest 12 to 20 
miles to tha Plumas county line, to the 
crest of the Sierras, and westward 36 miles 
by section lines, to tha very headwaters of 
Susan river. North of this river adistance 
ol six to ten miles, the ground rises grad- 
ually to the divide separating its waters 
from those which flow north into Pine 
Creek, E,nd thence into Eagle Lake. This 
vast Su&aaville belt naturally comes down 
the Susan river to Snsanville. Beyond 
the Fine Creek divide, and around Eagle 
Lake, 19 a large body of timber which 
naturally goes down to that lake. Still to 
the northwest, railroads will be required to 
transport the lumber. There are also fine 
timber tracts sooth of Eagle Lake; in the 
northwest of the county and on the moun- 
tains bordering Big valley and Pitt river; 
in the northeastern part of the county; and 
all around the foot of the Sierras between 
Saaauvilla and Janesville. Southeast of 
the latter place, back (south) of Bunting- 
ville, Milford, and all around the Sierras 
np Long Valley, there is timber for domes- 
tic use and fuel, but the lumber is mostly 
cut out. Firewood IB found in manj local- 
ities not named, such as jumper, manzan- 
iia, etc, 


The timber lands described, including 


only that of good quality for sawing, is, 
conservatively, estimated to be more than 
895,400 acres, or 1400 square miles. 
It is 


mainly Government land, as there has 
been no oatlet for the lumber. 
The local 


demand for 35 years, although many mill- 
ions of feet, has merely served to saw out 
the foothills. 
It includes every quality of 


pin«, from the hardest, solid with pitch, to 
as beautiful clear sugar pine as grows in 
California or Oregon, and large amounts of 
cedar, invaluable for fence posts, or any 
use where lumber comes in contact with 
the ground. Tbere is yellow, black, sugar 
and white pine, named in the order of the 
quantity. Much of this yellow pine is 
clear, and first quality for dressing. Sugar 
pine is esteemed the best pine in the world. 
There is also cedar, white and red fir, larch, 
tamarack, spruce, hemlock, abietine, etc, 
'The latter wood (pine) is invaluable for 
special purposes, such as pattern making, 
From it is distilled a valuable medicinal 
balsam. 


The tract described, extending from Sos- 


anville 36 miles westward to the crests of 
the Sierras, is primeval forest, including 
every quality o£ timber named. Most of 


Mhis timber will make good lumber, and 


competent experts say that it will cut from 
30,000 to 60,000 feet per acre. It is un- 
usually accessible. 
The surface ia mainly 


free from rocks and underbrush, and logs 
can readily be hauled to the river or its 
tributaries, sawed, driven to the valley, 
and delivered to the railroad soon to be 
built, within 15 miles. 
It can be run 


down the smooth valley in a V-flnme, such 
as is uniformity used on the Pacific coast 
for transporting lumber from the mount- 
ains to the railroad, the sides being two 
and a half to three feet high. Ties, tim- 
bers posts and fuel, as well as lumber, can 
be delivered in any quantity by the flume, 


f 
01 perhaps by a railroad. Nature never 
provided a more feasible enterprise. A 
railroad up the river westward through the 
Predonia Pass, already described, is a cer- 
tainty in the future, while our railroad to 
Reno opens to us the market eastward. 


Postmaster General's Frizes. 


Postmaster General Wanamaker is de- 


sirous of securing the most efficient service 
in the railway mail branch. For thii pur- 
pose he has offered twelve gold medals as 
prizes. The following official announce- 
ment from General Superintendent Bell 
explains the merits of this action:

[General Order No. 308.] I have much 


pleasure in announcing to the railway pos- 
tal clerks throughout the entire railway 
mail service, that the Honorable Postmas- 
ter General has decided at the dose oi this 
year (1890) to present twelve gold medals 
to the clerks in the railway mail service. 


They shall be known as the "Postmas- 


ter General medal," one of which will be 
awarded to the clerk in each of the eleven 
divisions who shall, during tha year 1890, 
have made the best general record on the 
largest number of cards representing Post- 
offices, distributed by routes or by counties, 
modified by the class of the clerk, the num- 
ber of separations, Ibe cards per minute 
eased correctly, the error slip record and 
the oarwork of the clerk. 


The twelfth medal will be awarded to 


the clerk ol any class in any division who 
shall during the year correctly distribute in 
the shortest time and with the largest num- 
ber of separations, cards representing tbe 
greatest number of Postoffices. 
In award- 


ing thin medal special consideration will be 
given the rapidity with which the distribu- 
tion has been accomplished. 


The examinations will be conducted in 


accordance with the general rules adopted 
at the Convention of Superintendents in 
September, 1889, and approved by this 
office. 


There must bo no duplication of the 


cards handled, as for example, the cumber 
of offices in a section or sections ol a State 
cannot be added to an examination on a 
whole State. Local schemes will not be 
taken into account, nor will a State be 
counted by both routes and counties. The 
reading test will be considered in the clerk's 
general record, but not be included in the 
case examinations. 


Committee to determine the award of 


the division medals, will be selected by the 
clerks in their respective divisions ii a 
manner to be arranged by the Division 
Superintendent, and a committee to award 
the twelfth medal will be designated by the 
General Superintendent.

THE HIBEBNIA BANK. 


One Per Cent. Advance In Interest Bate 


by Hlbernla Bank—An Important 
Facto r In the Loan Market. 
The subjoined is excerpted from the 


San Francisco Bulletin, of Thursday: 


At a meeting of the Directors of the Hi- 


bernia Sayings and Loan Society, held 
yesterday, it was decided to advance the 
rate on) city teal estate loans from six 
to seven per cant., and on country loans 
from seven to eight per cent. 
Ordinarily 


a change of one per cent, in the rats of in- 
terest by a single bank ia of no great im- 
portance, but in this case it is of consider- 
erable significance. The Hibernia Bank 
is the largest savings bank in (he country, 
outside of a few on the Atlantic seaboard, 
and its line of real (state loans is corre- 
spondingly heavy. 
Another peculiarly 


about the bank is the fact that it bas only 
one rate for all its customer', and as this 
rate has heretofore been below that of any 
other banks it has the pick ot loans. 
Still 


another peculiarity IB the fact that when 
the Directors of that bank make a change 
they are not likely to Boon recede from 
their position, this being the first change 
in eight years. It is probable that their 
action yesterday was the result of as much 
deliberation as when they made the prev- 
ious change, though the general officers of 
the bank are not the same as then. 


The change in the rate of interest »t the 


Hibernia Bank, jait announced, is the firit 
since May, 1882. That change was thus 
referied to at the ti ,e by the San Fran- 
cisco (Mcgee's) Eea Estate Circular, un- 
der date of June 1, 1882: "Tha passage of 
the Chinese bill and the rate of interest by 
the Hibernia Bank to G per cent, pet an- 
num, the bank paying tha mortgage tax, 
have both hod a very decidedly beneficial 
effect upon real estate. The sales have in- 
creased very much within two or three 
weeks. Many sales, which had been hang- 
ing in suspense for two weeks were closed 
alter those two occurrences, buyers feeling 
much more sure that prices are still very 
likely to move upward." 
Whether this 


prediction has been altogether realized we 
do not pretend to say. The fact, howaver, 
that money could be bad in such large 
amounts at 6 per cent, when the other 
banks were generally charging 7 per cent, 
no doubt did help the movement in real es- 
tate. At the same time it placed the Hi- 
bernia Bank at a disadvantage with its ri- 
vals in ths matter of dividends to depositor!, 
though its bond investments bava happily 
helped to increase the dividend account. 


The importance of the rate of interest 


adopted by the H bernian'Bank is best ill- 
uetaated by showing the proportion* of 
loans on the city real estate in comparison 
with tha loans made by all the other city 
Savings Banks. We annex such ft compar- 
ison for the past eight ytars, during which 
interval the rate of interest at the Hibernia 
Bank has been uniformly 6 per cent,, while 
the general rate at the other banks has 
been 7.

The loans on city real estate by the City 


Savings Banks in the above interval of 
eight years and one month amounted to 
$60,346,000, of which the Hibernia Back 
loaned over 43 per cent,, all at 6 per cent. 
During the past two years the Hibernia 
Bank has loaned 54 per cent, of all the 
bank loans on city real estate. 


These are significant facts. 
The low 


rate of the Hibernia Bank has been cutting 
into the city business of the other backs 
very materially in the past two years, but 
most of these banks have mere than made 
good that loss by an increase ia other loans 
especially in real estate loans outside the 
city. The effect of the increase in the rate 
of the Hibernia Bank will enablu that bank 
to earn better dividends for depositors. 
At the same time it may bava an important 
bearing on real estate activity, especially 
if it should lead in any way to higher rates 
at the other banks. The change evidently 
obliterates, for the time being, at least, the 
6 per cent, rate on real estate from all the 
banks, for, although the other banks have 
been asking 7 per cent, they have loaned 
occasionally, especially large sums on prime 
security, as low as 6, m order to retain the 
business. 
With the competition of the Hi- 


bernia Bank on that basis removed, they 
will not be likely to make any more 6 per 
cent, loans. The high rate of taxation (all 
mortgages being assessed at their face 
value) has also been an element in bring- 
ing about the change from 6 to 7 per cent.

years later. They were then a very clumsy 
thing in comparison with the shining little 
rapier of today, wonderful improvements 
having been made in the delicate manufac- 
ture since that time. Tho needles found in 
old tombs, such as those whose age is sup- 
posed to be numbered by thousands of years, 
were of bronze and of a very coarse size; bnt 
needles of some still more primitive design 
were undoubtedly used by the older nations, 
and they must have been slender ones that 
sewed the delicate muslins of_the Chaldean 
and Indian women, and of those of the Assy- 
nan, Egyptian, and the farther east, al- 
though, in tho earliest periods of all peoples, 
doubtless bones and thorns were maclo to 
serve the purpose. — Harper's Bazar.

SOME SUPERSTITIONS ABOUT DEAD 


MEN'S SHOES.- 


IThere a Funeral Is Called a Dead Shoe. 
Pretty Little Stories In Which Shoes Are 
Prominent Characters—How the Queen 
Moved the Farmer. 


The superstition of the burial of the boots 


jrobably survives in England. It is about 
seventeen years since the writer beard from 
an old gypsy that when another gypsy was 
'puvado," or "earthed," a very good pair of 
xx>ts was placed by him in the grave. The 
reason was not given; perhaps it was not 
known. These customs often survive after 
he cause is forgotten, simply from some feel- 
ing that good or bad luck attends their ob- 
servance or the neglect of it. 


Many years since a writer in an article on 
hoes in The English Magazine stated that 
'according to an Aryan tradition, the great- 
3r part of the way from the laud of the living 
o that of death lay through morasses and 
vast moors overgrown with ferns and thorns, 
"hat the dead might not pass over them bare- 
oot, a pair of shoes was laid with them in 
be grave." 
The shoe was of old in many countries a 


symbol of life, liberty, or entire personal con- 
;rol. In Ruth we are told that "it was the : 
:ustom in Israel concerning changing, that a 
man plucked off his shoe and delivered it to 
us neighbor." So the bride, who was original- 
y a slave, transferred herself by the symbol 
">l the shoe. 


When the Emperor Wladimir made propo- 


sals of marriage to the daughter of Ragnald, 
he replied scornfully that she would not take 
DE her shoes to the son of a slave. Gregory 
>f Tours, in speaking of weddings, says: "The 
iridegroom, having given a ring to the bride, 
presents her with a shoe." 


A CURIOUS CUSTOM. 


As regards the Scandinavian hel-shoe, or 


lell-shoe, Kelley, in his "Indo-European 
folk Lore," tells us that a funeral is still 
.ailed a dead shoe in the Henneberg district; 
and the writer already cited adds that in a 
itS. of the Cotton library, containing an ac- 
count of Cleveland in Yorkshire in the reign 
t Queen Elizabeth, there is a passage which 
llustrates this curious custom. It was quoted 
by Sir Walter Scott in the notes to "Min- 
strelsy of the Scottish Border," and runs 
;hus: "When any dieth oertaine women sing 
song to the dead bodie, reciting the journey 
;hat the partye deceased must goe; and they 
are of beliefe that once m their lives it is 
;oode to give a pair of new shoes to a poor 
nan; forasmuch as before this life they are 
o pass barefoote through a great lande, full 
if thorns and f urzen—excepte by the meryte 
if the almes aforesaid they have redeemed 
,he forfeyte—f or at the edge of the lande an 
oulde man shall meet them with the same' 
shoes that were given by the partie when he 
was lyving, and after he hath shodde them 
dumisseth them to go through thick and thin 
without scratch or scalle." 


This must be a very agreeable reflection to 


all gentlemen who have bestowed their old 
)oots on waiters, or ladies who have in like 
lashion gifted their maids. To be sure, the 
egend specifies new shoes; but surely a pair 
of thirty shilling boots only half worn count 
or as much as a new pais of half a sovereign 
chaussures. 
However, if one is to go 


through thick and thin Without scratch or 
scalle," it may be just as well to be on the 
safe side, and give a good new extra stout 
3air to the gardener for Christmas. 
For 


;ruly the superstitions are strange things, 
and no one knows what may be in them I 
There are one or two quaint shoe stories of 
;he olden time which may be of value to the 
collector. 


CUPID IN SHOES. 


It befel once in the beginnings of Bohemia 


;hat, according to Schafarik ("Slawische Al- 
erthumer," H., p. 423), Libussa, queen of 
hat land, found herself compelled by her 
council to wed. And the wise men, being 
consulted, declared that he who was to marry 
/he queen would be found by her favorite 
lorse, who would lead the way till he found 
a man eating from an iron table, and kneel to 
lim. So the horse went on, and unto a field 
where a man sat eating a peasant's dinner 
!rom a plowshare. This was the farmer 
Prschemischl. So they covered him with the 
royal robes and led him to the queen expect- 
ant. But ere going he took his shoes of wil- 
low wood and placed them in his bosom, and 
kept them to remind him ever after of his 
[ow origin. 


It will, of course, at once strike the reader, 


as it has the learned, tha t this is a story that 
would naturally originate in any country 
where there are iron plowshares, horses, 
queens and wooden shoes: and, as Schafarik 
shrewdly suggests, that it was all "a put up 
job;" since, of course, Prschemischi was 
already a lover of the queen, the horse 
was trained to find him and to kneel before 
him, and, finally, that the plowshare and 
wooden shoes were the prepared properties 
of the little drama. The Seven-League boots 
and the shoes of Peter Schlemihl, which take 
one over the world at will, have a variation 
in a pair recorded in another tale. 


There was a beautiful and extremely proud 


damsel, who refused a young man with every 
conceivable aggravation of the offence, in- 
forming him that when she ran after him, 
and not before, that ho might hope to many 
her; and at the same time meeting a poor old 
woman who begged her for a pair of old 
shoes. To which the proud princess replied: 


Shoes here, shoes there; 
Give me a couple, I'll give thee a pair. 


To which the old woman, who was a witch, 
grimly uttered, "I'll give thee o pair 
which"— The rest of the expression was 
really too unammble to repeat. Well, the 
youth and the witch met, and going to the 
lady's shoemaker, "mode him make" a su- 
perbly elegant pair of shoes, which were sent 
to the damsel as a gift. Such a gift! No 
sooner were they put on than off they start- 
ed, carrying the princess, malgro elle, over 
hill and dale. By and by she saw that a 
man—tho man, of course, whom she had re- 
fused—was in advance of her. As in the 
song of the "Cork Leg," "the shoes never 
stopped, but kept on the pace." And the 
young man led her to a lonely castle and 
reasoned with her. And as she had promised 
to marry him should she ever run after him, 
and as she had pursued him a whole day, she 
kept her word.

A GERMAN MARKET FAIR. 


ili« Ajiclent Teutonic Custom as It Still 


Flourishes at Hanover. 


This week there has been an opportunity to 


see a market fair in Hanover, which occurs 
inly thrice a year, and .lasts but two or three 
ays. In fact, I am just returned from wan- 
ering'about town in a drizzling rain, bump- 
ng umbrellas in the crowd of chaffering and 
battering Hanoverians, and receiving an oc- 
casional curse from some booth owner be- 
cause of the unintentional but nonetheless 
wet strearn'of water which my umbrella tip 
damped down upon her cakes or candy. The 
tails and booths for the display of the wares 
were to be found in various parts of the town, 
according to the nature of the sales; thus live 
tock was to be had in one section, books in 
another, "notions" in the third, and so on. 


Today I spent my time in'the old portion 


if the city, and here the center of bustle and 
nterest was tha ancient Market church, 
i'rom the square upon which this church 
stands the lines of booths stretched up tho 
treets, radiating right and left from the 
farket square' These booths were hastily 
igged" affairs, built of boards, with their 
ops covered "with, canvas against the rain, so 
hat they looked like a row of Indian wig- 
wams. Every conceivable article, and some 
ncoriceivable, were to be purchased along 
hese rows, behind which stood men and 
«>men crying up their wares or doling out 
small portions to the peasant buyer. 


Before 4 o'clock of this rainy afternoon the 


nl lamps were lighted and flared picturesqua- 
y in the wind. Through the middle of the 
treets surged the crowd of buyers, many of 
hem country folk, who had come in solely 
or the fair. They clattered over the cobble- 
tones in their sabots and beat down prices 
with high heart and volubility. Above ros* 
he gray old houses and high over all the 
venerable and massive church, under whose 
walls for five centuries humanity was bought 
and sold, lived and died. It was a scene for a 
Dickens, and I sighed for Ms insight and his 
graphic power of description.

At some of the booths a foreigner was es- 


pecially tempted to rid himself of a few pen- 
u'es or marks. For example, here hung by 
he score those long, porcelain bowled pipes 
which are so typical of that country, and 
mrd by were all manner of blue earthen- 
ware drinking jugs, mugs and tankards, 
with bibulous mottoes in German script and 
metal covers that were a joy to see. In some 
cases some magic sign like "Aus Italien" 
was hung in front of the booth, and there 
you were sure to find cheap jewelry, tawdry 
>aintings or bizarre house ornaments, those 
>ehindthe improvised counter being dark, 
.allow and melancholy eyed, and wearing 
arge rings in their ears after the manner of 
:heir race. 


There seemed to be no congrnity here in 


;he arrangement of the successive stands; be- 
iide one exclusively devoted to worsteds 
would be another where the succulent sausage 
and the malodorous but beloved limburger 
reigned supreme, and a little farther on the 
xsys of childhood hobnobbed with a murder- 
ous array of knives, big and little, ranging 
rom the tiny nail trimmer to the long, keen 
blade of the hog killer. The motley of sales 
and sights only made the scene richer and a 
characteristic picture of foreign street life. 
! am told that the articles to be bought at 
;bese fairs, though cheap, ore shoddy and un- 
reliable, and are avoided by the wily citizen, 
he chief profit accruing from the open 
mouthed country bumpkins who judge by 
outside show and the oily assurances of tho 
jroprietors.—Cor. Hartford'Courant. 


The Russian Method. 


In the course of his tour of inspection 


ihrongh the Caucasus this autumn Prince 
Jondukoff-Korsakoffi passed close to the vil- 
age of Story Yoort, where a native colonel 
was not long previously murdered out of 
revenge, and where the murderers were be- 
ing screened from the authorities by the iu- 
labitants. As they refused to give up tho 
assassins, the prince ordered all the inhab- 
tants of the village to be assembled on his 
route two miles off. Here the prince refused 
;o accept their greeting of bread and salt, 
and rated them right soundly in the severest 
terms of the Russian vocabulary. At the 
same time be ordered then- elders to be ar- 
rested on the spot and gave them one month 
.n which to surrender the murderers. 
If 


;hey remained recalcitrant at the end of 
;hat term, the severest punishment was to be 
inflicted. 


With the usual obstinacy of the Chechenlis 


;ribes, who continue their opposition to Russia 
as long as, if not any longer than, any of the 
other tribes of tho Caucasus, the murderers 
were not given up at tho end of the month, 
whereupon a "military execution" was or- 
dered to be made. At daybreak the village 
was surrounded by a cordon of troops, and 
all the inhabitants were disarmed and for- 
bidden to ever carry arms again. A detach- 
ment of troops was then quartered in the 
village, and 1,200 rubles was exacted for the 
benefit of the murdered man's family. An 
elder was also appointed and sent by the au- 
thorities, with a salary to be paid by the 
village of COO rubles a year. The murderers 
have now at last been surrendered, and the 
troops consequently withdrawn.—St. Peters- 
burg Letter. 


The Wrong Approach to Browning. 
It may be that Browning can never speak 


to the largest audience; but it is certain that 
the audience to hear him and know him will 
not bo ns largo even as it should be—as largo 
as, if report be true, he himself felt with 
some resentment that it ought to be—until 
men's minds aro cleared of cant about him. 
What is the i eason why men without a touch 
of the Philistine in them should aggravate 
one by persisting in approaching Browning's 
work as though it involved first of ali some 
kind of intellectual crux—the employment of 
some other faculties than those that common- 
ly receive truo poetry? 


They would resent the imputation, per- 


haps, but have they not been made uncon- 
sciously to assume that the field is one of 
thistles by the wagging of some possibly 
long eared head over "Bordello," or the no- 
tion that he who enters here must swear full 
allegiance to "The Ring and the Book?" Not 
every head is of that description that finds 
interest even in the former of those two po- 
ems, and the latter and its successors have 
their owu great place and function; but why 
insist upou opening at "Bordello" or "The 
Ring and the Book" a poet who has given us 
between them a whole cycle of the most di- 
rect, human, living poems in the language? 
Nobody insists upon our exclusive interest in 
the second part of "Faust."—"The Point of 
View" in Scribner.
